Edward Wilson 1813 - 1878. Born London 3 November 1813, son of a 
linen merchant. A failed business venture dissipated his inheritance and 
savings and in August 1841 he sailed for Sydney to try sheep farming. He 
soon moved to M elbourne and became interested in politics, agriculture 
and newspapers. In 1848 he bought the "Argus" for £300. He aired his 
political views through his paper and provided influential opposition to the 
La Trobe government. Wilson retired in 1855 and developed an interest in 
the introduction of European birds, fish and animals. In February 1861 he 
formed theA cclimatization Society as an offshoot of the Victorian Zoological 
Society and similar societies in the other colonies and throughout Victoria 
were founded through his influence and involvement. He continued to be 
active in public affairs until his death on 10 J anuary 1878.

A report in The Maitland M ercury and Hunter River General Advertiser 
on Tuesday 14 December 1875, page 3 on the events at an entertainment 
function staged at Paterson stated as follows. PRESENTATION OF 
MEDALSTO THE BOAT'SCREW OF THEMARCH FLOOD -During an 
interval of the above entertainment, Dr. Park, the Warden of the Paterson 
District, rose from his seat, and ascended to the platform, and said behad a 
pleasing duty to perform - that of presenting medals to those gallant young 
men who formed the boat's crew, and who so strenuously exerted themselves 
in saving life and property during the disastrous flood of last M arch. It gave 
him (Dr. Park) great pleasure to make the presentation. If it had not been 
for these young men exerting themselves to the utmost, during the rising of 
these mighty waters, no doubt lives would have been lost, and a great deal 
more valuable property destroyed and swept away than there was. These 
men risked their lives amidst the roaring and rising waters in saving life and 
property and it is due to them as residents to in some way recognise these 
valuable services so generously rendered. 


The residents of this town and its vicinity agreed with him, Dr. Park, that 
some memento of their appreciation of their great services on this memorable 
occasion should be presented to the gallant crew. At a public meeting of the 
inhabitants, held sometime after the flood, a committee was appointed to 
collect subscriptions, and in some way to publicly record their deep sense of 
thankfulness to the boat's crew for their strenuous exertions, and laudable 
endeavours in saving lifeand property during the most disastrous flood that 
ever swept through the valley of Paterson. The presentation of these medals 
is the result of the committee's labours. He hoped the recipients of these 
medals would not look upon them merely in reference to their intrinsic value, 
but as conveying to each of them publicly, the deep sense of the obligation 
under which the inhabitants of this town considered themselves to lay to this 
gallant band of men on that ever memorable occasion. Dr. Park then called 
upon Sergeant J ames Wells, Constable William M ayo, Thomas Lindsey, and 
Joseph M aginness, and presented each with one of the medals. 


On each individual presentation, those present in the room manifested their 
approval of the act by loud applause. There was also a medal provided for 
Mr. James Burns, and Mr. Boyle White, who, with the above, formed the 
principal members of the boat crew on the occasion of the great flood. The 
two after parties were absent on this occasion, but the medals will be sent 
to them. M r. Lindsey expressed, his thanks for the kind appreciation of the 
services on the occasion referred to, they considered they had only done their 
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duty as men, in saving the life and property of their neighbours around, and 
the kind present of the M edals would be to them far more grateful token 
of acknowledgment of their Services on the occasion, than any other gift, 
which could be tendered to them, as they could hand this down to their 
children and future generations, as the general token of acknowledgment of 
the inhabitants of this town for their services on the occasion. Again | thank 
you for the kind present which you have now presented to us. Sargeant Wells 
also briefly acknowledged the presentation in similar terms. This closed the 
presentation. 


The medals which presented were very chaste, and very neat, and highly 
appropriate to the occasion which they commemorate. They are of solid 
silver, a little larger than a five shilling piece, the edge or outer line is of 
twisted silver, the centres are plain, and are of polished silver, and each 
contains the inscription which is most beautifully executed. On the one 
side is the following :- "The residents of the Paterson district, to Sergeant 
James Wells," on the other side: -"in grateful remembrance of his exertions 
during "Thegreat Flood of M arch, 1875." On the upper edge of the medal, 
forming the receptacle for suspending the medal when worn, is some very 
artistic ornamentation. At the back, is a beautiful vine shewn, which adheres 
to the rim, in front of which are a couple of anchors crossing each other 
- with three separate coils of rope - all of which are of frosted silver. And 
when | say that the medals were from the workshop of the M essrs. H ardy 
Brothers, the famed J ewellers, of H unter Street, Sydney, it will convey some 
guarantee of the excellency of the workmanship, the beauty of the design, 
and the appropriateness of that which it is to commemorate.

Details of the shipwreck were reported in The South Australian Advertiser 
on 20 July 1876 as follows, 


‘In Tuesday's issue we gave some particulars of the wreck of the barque 
Agnes on Carpenter's Reef, between Rivoli and M acDonnell Bays. It was 
stated that the vessel, which was laden with coal, was a total wreck; that 
four of the crew had succeeded, under perilous circumstances, in reaching 
M acDonnell Bay; and that five men, including the master (Captain Schmidt) 
and the first and second mates, were left on the wreck, and werein imminent 
danger, the craft being nearly all under water, and likely at any moment to go 
to pieces. It was considered to be possible that the men might be saved, but 
scarcely probable, unless the weather should be very calm and circumstances 
generally prove favorable. The position of affairs pointed to the necessity 
of immediate steps being taken, and the authorities showed their ability to 
cope with such an emergency by prompt action. 


The steamer City of Hobart, which by good fortune happened to be in 
M acD onnell Bay, was chartered to proceed to the scene of the wreck with the 
local lifeboat and its crew. This she did, and at dawn of day on Wednesday 
the lifeboat was making its way across the wild waters to the wreck to 
rescue the men on it. They must have passed a fearful night exposed to 
the elements and unaware of what was being done to save them from the 
death which seemed so near. Through the heroic conduct of the crew of 
the lifeboat, all were saved, and this highly gratifying result could not have 
been accomplished without considerable personal risk. The brave men who 
constituted the crew, of the lifeboat, and rendered such efficient service, are 
deserving of all honor. A deed of so much nobleness should not-and we are 
quite sure it will not-be readily forgotten. 


The following telegram, which we have received through the courtesy of 
Mr. W. T. Jones, the Sub-Collector of Customs at M acDonnell Bay, gives, in 
simple and conciselanguage, a graphic description of therescue:- M acD onnell 
Bay, July 19, evening. 


"The steamer City of H obart left here this morning, at half-past 3 o'clock, 
and arrived off the wreck at 7 a.m. The master of the Agnes, observing the 
steamer's lights, succeeded in turning a blue light to show his position, which 
was immediately answered by the steamer. The lifeboat left the steamer at 
a quarter-past 7 o'clock. On arriving at the wreck the Agnes was found 
to be lying on a ledge of rocks, broken in two, and split fore-and-aft. The 
mizenmast went by the board as the boat came up, and the men were Seen 
holding on to the cabin fittngs, the sea making a clean breach over the vessel. 
M uch difficulty was experienced in approaching the wreck near enough to 
get the men off. 


At last one of the crew of the Agnes stripped himself partially, and having 
fastened a line round his body, jumped into the sea and swam towards the 
boat, in doing which he was repeatedly engulphed by the tremendous seas 
running and was also much cut and bruised. At last the coxswain of the 
life boat hove the swimmer a life-buoy with a line attached to it, which he 
succeeded in catching, and by it was hauled on board. Theremainder of the 
crew were saved in like manner by jumping into the sea and catching the 
life buoy. It was providential that the line did not part during this service, 
as three of the crew, not being able to swim, must inevitably have been lost. 
The lifeboat returned to the steamer at 10 o'clock, where the shipwrecked 
men received every attention from Captain Evans, who supplied them with 
every necessary. The steamer at once started for Port M acDonnell, and 
arrived here at half-past 12 o'clock. Captain Evans states that the lifeboat's 
crew behaved admirably, and that much praise is due to the coxswain, Mr. 
Smith, for the creditable manner in which be handled the lifeboat. H e also 
says there is no doubt that by this time not a vestige of the Agnes remains 
above water." 


The names of the men who succeeded in getting ashore from the Agnes, are 
Zachariah Nicholas, William Thomas, John Trickett, and John Pink; and 
the names of those who were rescued from the wreck are Hans Schmidt, 
master; Alfred H olland, mate; Alfred Adler, second mate; Edward Ulster and 
Charles J ones. We understand that the vessel was insured for £2,000 in the 
N ational M arine Office, and that before she left Sydney £700 was expended 
in refitting her. The owner Mr. P. M anuel, of Port Adelaide, states that the 
craft was properly equipped with boats, and that it will be found there is 
no ground whatever for complaint in that particular. We shall be very glad 
if that turns out to be the case. 


During Wednesday afternoon M r. M anuel received a telegram from Captain 
Schmidt informing him that the crew were saved with their lives only, 
and enquiring whether he should discharge them at M acDonnell Bay. M r. 
M anuel replied giving instructions for the men to be brought on to Port 
Adelaide. We have already spoken in high terms of the prompt action taken 
by the authorities in this case, and they are without question deserving of 
the warmest eulogy. The President of M arine Board, acting in conjunction 
with the Treasurer, made, without a moment of unnecessary delay, the best 
possible arrangements, and to the speedy and gallant way in which they 
were carried out, Capt. Schmidt and his companions are largely indebted 
for their lives.’ 
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A further report by the same newspaper on 17 M ay 1877 under the heading 
of Presentation for Bravery stated, 'An interesting ceremony took place in 
the Executive Council Chamber on Wednesday morning, M ay 16, when His 
Excellency Sir W.W. Cairns presented to Mr. William Alfred Holland the 
silver medal and parchment certificate of the Victorian H umane Society, for 
his bravery in saving the lives of the captain and crew of the barque Agnes, 
which was wrecked on Carpenter's Beef, between Rivoli and M acdonnell 
Bays, on the 19th July, 1876.' Details are then given of the rescue and the 
presenation ceremony and names of the official guests. The paper then 
reported, 'Mr. Holland is also the possessor of a gold medal which was 
presented to him some time back by the owner of the Agnes for his gallant 
conduct on the occasion which has called forth this well-merited tribute 
from the H umane Society of Victoria.’ 


Another gold medal was issued to the lifeboat coxswain H.L. Smith. These 
gold medals as well as silver medals were awarded to the 12-man crew of the 
rescue lifeboat Percy by the owner of the barque Agnes, Mr M anuel.

James J oseph Giltinan was born on 30th August 1866. He evolved into a 
good all round sportsman as evidenced by the cricketing awards offered here 
for auction. Giltinan was also a cricket umpire officiating in representative 
cricket matches. H e developed an entrepreneurial flair and in this mode he 
helped to found the sport of rugby league football in Australia. 


On 8 August 1907 at Bateman's Crystal Hotel, George Street, Sydney 
politician H enry H oylechaired a meeting of fifty interested persons, including 
several leading rugby players and officials such as Giltinan's friends, the 
great cricket player Victor Trumper and Rugby immortal 'Dally' M essenger. 
The New South Wales Rugby Football League was thus established and 
}.J.Giltinan was elected its first secretary. The next year he was appointed 
to lead the first Kangaroo tour to England in 1908. At the beginning of 
the 1909 NSWRFL season, Giltinan, Victor Trumper and Henry Hoyle, 
founders of the League, were kicked out. In the same year, Trumper, with 
Giltinan and others, formed a sports and mercery store in George Street, 
near Sydney's Wynyard Station. 


In 1935, Giltinan formed a breakaway from the established Sydney Flying 
Squadron to be known as the Australian 18 Footers League. Two years 
later in 1937, as the League's Secretary, James]. Giltinan planned a world's 
championship for 18 foot open boats. In 1938 the League inaugurated a 
trophy, popularly known as theJ.}.Giltinan Trophy, to celebrate the event 
which is regarded as the world championships for the spectacular 18ft Skiff 
class and is contested each year on Sydney H arbour. 


James Giltinan died in 1950 and in his honour theN SWRFL established the 
}.J.Giltinan Shield. From 1951 to 1996 this rugby league trophy was awarded 
annually to the winner of the N ew South Wales Rugby League Grand Final, 
replacing the Labor Daily Cup. Since 1997 the] .J .Giltinan Shield has been 
awarded to the competition's minor premiers.

Born in Australia on 6 December 1892 Colonel William Alexander Camac 
Wilkinson DSO,MC and Bar, GM wasa British Army officer and a first class 
cricket player in England. In 1922 hetoured with theM CC to Australia and 
N ew Zealand. He played for various military teams and in 1933 he played 
twice for Egypt captaining the team against HM M artineau's XI. He also 
represented against Ireland in 1935 and 1937, against Canada in 1936 and 
against Scotland in 1939. Cricket was not his only sport. H erepresented T he 
H ousehold Brigade at Golf and played for the H arlequin's Golf Club. 
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Educated at Eton Collegein England, SCEGS in Sydney, Australia and then he 
attended O xford University from 1910-1914. H ewas outstanding at school 
and university sporting competitions as evidenced by the medals on offer in 
this lot. He was commissioned a second lieutenant in the British Army on 
18 August 1913. During WWI he was awarded the M ilitary Cross and Bar. 
H ewas recalled for WWII and was awarded a DSO for the Battle of M onte 
Cassino and also a George M edal after several of his men had been killed 
or wounded after straying into a minefield and he single-handedly retrieved 
a soldier from deep within the minefield. 


From July 1945 he was appointed as Senior M ilitary Government O fficer in 
the occupation forces in the British Zone in Austria, based in Graz, where 
he was noted for his regular local radio broadcasts in German. Colonel 
Wilkinson died on 19 September 1983 in Sussex, England. With research.

He 
was appointed an Instructor in English on the staff of the Royal Australian 
N aval College] ervis Bay, but after a few months returned to the University 
as a lecturer in English. H ehas since held that office, and has attained a high 
position in Australian literary scholarship. 


Professor Waldock's chief publication is 'Hamlet - A Study in Critical 
M ethod,' about which the chief Shakespearean critics have spoken 
appreciatively. An equally striking achievement was Professor Waldock's 
‘Thomas Hardy and the Dynasts,' written as a lecture for the Australian 
English Association and printed only in that association's series of leaflets, 
but now being sought for republication in England. 


Both Professor Waldock and Professor Le Gay Brereton were pupils of 
Professor Sir M ungo M acCallum, and thetradition of the School of M odern 
Literature studies created by him will, therefore, continue.’

H eserved in the N ew South Wales Police Force from 16 J anuary 1930 to 21 
M arch 1968 and was a member of the N.S.W. Police Rowing Club. One of 
his teammates was the legendary Olympic rower and fellow police officer, 
M ervyn Wood, who roseto therank of Police Commissioner. In 1935 William 
Cross was also a member of the team that won the 53rd M en's Interstate 
eights Championship - The King's Cup. The eights rowing team selected to 
represent Australia at the Berlin Olympics was only selected on the basis 
that funds were sourced from outside the normal revenue sources of the 
Olympic Federation. The NSW Police Rowing Club came to the fore and 
raised funds via the N SW Police Federation and the police force itself by 
putting a levy of two shillings each on every N SW policeman's wage. Police 
superintendent George Ferguson, father of one of the selected rowers, Don 
Ferguson, was instrumental in raising the necessary funds and travelled to 
Berlin as the unofficial team manager.

H enry Archer was a designer, artist and engraver at India's Currency N ote 
Press (CNP) Nasik (Road) from 1928 to 1952. During this period he prepared 
preliminary sketches, essays, proofs and final designs for many of India's 
(and H yderabad's) banknotes up to independence. 


The collection contains sixty-eight items. Forty-five from T he Reserve Bank 
of India, seventeen from H yderabad and six items relating to the Currency 
N ote Press. The Reserve Bank of India section contains fourteen George 
VI, black and white uniface photographs of proofs, from one rupee to one 
thousand rupees. The H yderabad section contains twelve black and white 
uniface photographs of proofs from one rupee to one hundred rupees. 
The collection also contains several hand drawn preliminary sketches, 
handwritten memos, eight actual size and enlarged photographic portraits 
of George V| and thirteen design vignettes from various notes, of animals, 
dhows and the Ashoka Column. 


The highlights include proposed front and back designs for a George VI 
two rupees eight annas and a one hundred rupees, with facing portrait of 
George VI and two elephants in the central vignette on the back (see ] hun. 
type 10.2, page 169 and type 10.3, page 170). TheH yderabad notes include 
front and back designs for a one rupee with signature of M ehdi Yar Jung 
(Jhun.2.1 - previously only reported), the back of the large size five rupees 
type which was never issued (Jhun.7.1R) plus a number of partly finished 
ten and one hundred rupees. 


The earliest item in the collection is a large hand drawn preliminary pencil 
sketch of the front and back of a design for a one? rupee with considerable 
additional information regarding size, number of sheets and number of 
notes. Both one rupee and two rupees eight annas are mentioned. Also a 
preliminary sketch for a one rupee made in 1935 (both signed by Archer 
at a later date). The latest are two different enlarged copies of the stylised 
Ashoka Pillar (Column) used for the Republic issues.

Other items include a large pencil sketch of the proposed layout for the 
George V 1935 rupee? or two rupees eight annas. The sketch shows front 
and back of arough design S. No. Y /20 000000, surrounded by other small 
geometric designs and information relating to size (3-7/8" x 2-1/8" ) numbers 
to be printed (Rs.1/-, Rs.2/8), paper (numbers per sheet; numbers of sheets), 
numbers to be printed daily. Signed by Archer lower right at a later date. 
Both designs show two circles (left and right for the King's portrait and the 
watermark) with a crowned GRI cypher in the centre and serial number 
below on one design. 


Another pencil sketch (265mm x 200mm) by Archer shows Two Indian 
Buck. The title to this sketch is 'Back of Rs 5'. At a later date, Archer has 
added the words 'In 1936/7 | made this pencil sketch at the London Zoo. 
When designing the Rs.5 in India | put these Indian Buck on the reverse, 
signed by Archer lower right. There is also a black and white photograph 
of the completed vignette. See (P.23; Jhun.4.2R) for the final design on the 
five rupees. 


Oneof the memos addressed to the engraver(s) Archer and H .W. Barr, dated 
10/9/34 is entitled 'N ote Designs for Reserve Bank’. It stated ‘Although not 
definitely settled that Reserve Bank will have their notes printed here, it is 
highly probable that they will, and that the C.N.P. will remain a Govt. of 
India concern acting in a close liaison with the bank. It is unlikely that the 
bank will employ an outsider to design their notes and we must therefore 
be prepared to produce designs at short notice.....' The memo goes on to 
state that the King's head would appear on the notes and that they should 
provide preliminary designs for 5, 10, 100, 1000 and 10,000 rupees during 
the next six months. 


Asan artist, engraver and designer, Archer was also involved in designing 
notes for Hyderabad, Ceylon, Nepal, Gulf Rupees, (Indian charity notes), 
probably Pakistan, Burma and the first post independence Indian issues. 


HY DERABAD 


Archer was involved in designing the H yderabad notes produced at N asik. 
The collection contains twelve black and white uniface photographs of 
proofs as follows: 


1-2 One rupee, uniface front and back. With signature of M ehdi Yar Jung 
(1939). Type as (P.S271; Jhun.2.1). A note written by Archer at a later date 
states '| made a memo then that the (this) Rel (one rupee) was not issued, 
thus making this note extremely rare’.

Jung (1936-1938 and 1940-1941) with CN P Specimen logo to right. 


11 One hundred rupees, front design (under print). 


12 One hundred rupees, back design. These three notes (10, 11, 12) make 
up the final designs as (P.S275; Jhun.11.1). 


Also in the H yderabad collection is a hand written memo asking Archer to 
‘Pl(ease) come over and see me in CNP (Currency N ote Printing) Office re 
H yderabad notes. 11.15am'’, initialled (and dated) ??/6/36. Another memo 
(reduced photograph) states 'Please bring up to my S.P.I. office the proof of 
the Rs.10/- (ten rupees) Hyderabad note’. Initialled 4/6/5 (4-6-1935). On 
a black and white photograph of the H yderabad coat of arms, Archer has 
written (later in life) 'Stylised coat of arms by (signed T.I. Archer)’. 
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In his old age, Archer wroteon small pieces of paper, additional descriptions 
and information about some of the items in the collection. T hese have been 
kept with the collection. A small photograph of a drawing (self portrait?) 
of a smiling Archer is included in the collection. He has added the words 
'1928-1952/T.1. Archer/Designer' in three lines. Jhunjhunwalla refers to 
him as Henry Archer (page 168) although many of the memos etc appear 
to have the initials 'T.l. Archer’. The collection also contains a set of three 
charity notes (K adi) with the portrait of Gandhi at right. All are signed 'M r 
T.I. Archer’ at lower left. 


There are also black and white photographs of the cover and the next two 
pages of the special 'Inauguration Ceremony’ brochure for the opening of 
the currency press on 14th April 1928. Also photographs of the special ten 
rupees specimen note that was included in the brochure. 


Referring to the starting of thenote printing press by Sir N ath M itra, Archer 
states the banknote sheets 'were cut and given to guests - about 200 sheets’. 
On the photograph of the ten rupee he has written ‘existing design from de 
la Rues from London 1928' There is also a photo (damaged) of Sir George 
Willis, the former M aster, India Security Press. 


Some of the uniface banknote proof designs have the word 'top' written in 
pencil on the back. M ost of them show signs on the back of being removed 
from a book or photo album. The front of the two rupees has three letters 
written in blue crayon? and a small hole has been repaired. The front of 
the 100 rupees has a vertical tear on the right margin which has also been 
repaired on the back with tape. The front top left corner of the one rupee 
is missing due to its removal from a book. The back has been repaired with 
tape on the left margin. M ost of the H yderabad photos of proofs also show 
signs on the back of being removed from a book or album.

N otes issued by the New South Wales Police Fund are well known (see

Edward Foord Bromley (1777-1836) was a naval surgeon who arrived in 
Australia as surgeon-superintendent in M arch 1816. In N ovember 1818 the 
secretary of state appointed him N aval Officer at H obart Town. He went 
back to England and returned to H obart in February 1820 and took up the 
position of treasurer of the Police Fund at a salary of £60. He also became 
a magistrate and a foundation shareholder in the Bank of Van Diemen's 
Land. H owever heis remembered chiefly for a spectacular misappropriation 
of colonial funds which was finally discovered in 1824. 


Although Lieut-Governor Sorell approved his administration and his many 
friends supported him after his suspension, the evidence of the inquiry 
revealed incredible laxness and inefficiency. The degree of his personal guilt 
was never established and it seems likely that his convict clerk, Bartholomew 
Broughton, participated in the embezzlement. A varied career followed and 
he died in the M arine infirmary at Woolwich in England on 29 June 1836. 


Only two specimens of the Van Diemen's Land Police Fund notes are known 
to exist in private hands and these examples probably form part of his 
misappropriation of treasury funds.

The year 1893 was the most disastrous year in Australia's financial history. 
The problems that came about that year had been building up over the 
previous decade. In both Sydney and especially M elbourne there had been 
increasingly wild speculation in land, the price of which had risen in an 
astronomical fashion. On the 3rd December 1891, theM etropolitan Bank of 
M elbourne closed its doors and went into liquidation. T his set off a series of 
chain reactions throughout Australia. A climax was reached in M elbourneat 
theend of April 1893 when fourteen of the leading banks suspended payment. 
O nly two banks remained open all this time, The Bank of Australasia and the 
Union Bank, two other banks remained open except for a day or two (Bank 
of NSW and theRoyal Bank). Prior to the crises there had been twenty-eight 
banking and finance companies listed on the M elbourne Stock Exchangeand 
only those banks noted above passed through the crises without suspension. 
Six other banks managed to sort out their affairs or werereconstructed. The 
remaining twenty or so wereliquidated. Trade and commerce was shattered 
and there were many public scandals. The general public went through a 
long period of quite intense suffering. 


The City of Melbourne Bank had been founded in 1873 and it grew 
rapidly, taking over a couple of smaller banks, such as theJ oint Stock Bank 
of Victoria. It prospered and was regarded as a pillar of the M elbourne 
Establishment. It was suspended on 17 M ay 1893 and an attempt was made 
to reconstruct it and re-open on June 19 (notes were overprinted with this 
date as was this note), and it lingered on for a few weeks but it failed again, 
finally closing its doors on 7 August 1895. The second and final closure of 
The City of M elbourne Bank marked the end of an era. There are only two 
surviving circulation notes of this bank, and these notes are of the utmost 
rarity.

TheCommercial Bank of Australia was founded in 1866 in M elbourne and 
Originally concentrated on small business and on farming. It was a successful 
bank which gradually expanded by taking over other smaller and unsuccessful 
bankssuch as theAustralian and European Bank in 1879, part of Commercial 
Bank of South Australia in 1885, The M ercantile Bank of Sydney in 1891 
and the National Bank of Tasmania in 1918. It opened branches in N ew 
Zealand in 1912. The bank was suspended in 1893 on April 5, but it was 
reconstructed and re-opened on M ay 6. The bank in 1981 merged with 
the Bank of N ew South Wales to form Westpac, making it at the time the 
largest bank in Australia.

M odern-day Queensland was originally called M oreton Bay District of 
N ew South Wales. It became the Colony of Queensland on 10 December 
1859. There werenot enough resources in the young colony to finance over- 
ambitious railway and public works, and the government undertook heavy 
borrowing. T hesale of Government D ebentures was slow and the Union Bank 
indicated difficulty in continuing advances, and later refused any advances 
at all. However, the Oriental Bank, Sydney agency of Agra & M asterman's 
Bank, agreed to place a loan in London for £500,000. As a result of this 
arrangement the Union Bank agreed to advance funds, but the London firm 
of Overend & Gurney failed on 10 M ay 1866. Its failure also brought down 
Agra & Masterman's Bank and the contractor Peto, Brassey & Betts. 


The Union Bank then, without notice, took the unprecedented action of 
refusing to cash the Treasurer's cheques. T his precipitated a crisis, for it meant 
that if no money was advanced by the banks, the government could not pay 
its labourers. A proposal was placed before Parliament to legislate for the 
issue of legal tender notes not convertible on demand. The proposed notes 
were highly criticised and they were dubbed 'Bell's Greenbacks' indicative 
of their inconvertibility. The Governor refused to approve their issue, as 
they were contrary to his Royal instructions. 


The Premier resigned, and an interim government took over on 20 July and 
lasted for 18 days. The interim government introduced and passed a Bill 
issuing £300,000 worth of Treasury Bonds. This measure brought some relief, 
but the Bank of Queensland failed, along with other investment companies. 
By August the Colony was in a financial crisis. 


Theformer Premier (M acalister) became Premier again, with].C.M cLean as 
Colonial Treasurer. On 18 September the Treasury Bills Act and the Treasury 
N otes Act were introduced. The notes were now to be convertible at the 
Treasury, but legal tender everywhere else in Queensland. The government 
believed its notes would be welcomed, because the failure of the Bank of 
Queensland had brought bank notes under suspicion, but Treasury N otes did 
not replace bank notes. The banks were hostile to the notes and promptly 
returned them to the Treasury, preferring to circulate their own notes. 


In 1867, a Select Committee of the Legislative Assembly inquired into the 
Treasury N oteissue and recommended its withdrawal. By the time the notes 
werewithdrawn in 1869, they werecirculating widely and had been accepted 
by the public. Notes were issued from the Treasury in Brisbane, and also at 
Rockhampton and Bowen before they were retired. 


The design of the notes was engraved by Thomas Ham of Brisbane, and 
printed by the Government Printer on special paper from London. The 
notes were signed by the Colonial Treasurer, ].C.M cLean and countersigned 
in the N ote Issue Branch. N otes were issued in denominations of £1 and 
£5, and contained the imprint 'By AUTHORITY, Engraved and Printed at 
the Government Printing Office, Brisbane.'

In Queensland, April 1893 was the month and year of the 'Great Bank Crash'. The situation was critical with the Q ueensland N ational Bank at that time, not 
only the main bank in that State, it was also the largest bank with the largest note circulation and in over twenty towns it was the only bank. Furthermore, 
it was the banker to the Government. On M ay 15 it too had to suspend business and this plunged all Queensland into chaos. M ost banks closed their doors 
apart from the Bank of Australasia, the Union Bank, the Bank of N ew South Wales and the Queensland Government Savings Bank. 


Some 27 years earlier in 1866 the then Queensland Government had to face an earlier financial crisis, and on that occasion it finally had to issue its own notes 
in the form of Treasury N otes to provide an acceptable currency and allow business to continue. It had been slow to act on that occasion but it had learned 
a lesson, and in 1893 it acted swiftly. It obtained banknotes from eight of the private banks and superscribed them with an overprint converting them into 
notes guaranteed by the Queensland Government and by June 2 was able to issue these notes, in four denominations: £1, £5, £10 and £20. The Queensland 
Superscribed N otes were followed by a permanent Government N ote issue, and in fact the Queensland Government continued to issue its own notes for the 
next seventeen years until they were superseded by the first issue of notes by the recently created Commonwealth Government. 


It is of particular interest to note that in 1910 when the Commonwealth decided to issue its own notes and time ran short, it followed the precedent set in 
Queensland in the 1893 depression and the first Australian N otes were created by following the Queensland example and overprinting a range of note forms 
obtained from the private banks. This specimen of a Superscribed Queensland Government N ote is believed to be the second only such note known from this 
bank. It is of much importance not only because of its crucial role in the economic history of Queensland but also because it set the precedent for the first 
issue of Commonwealth N otes. 


It can be argued that this note is one of the most important if not the most important single item of paper currency in the history of Australia prior to the first

It also seems possible that these notes formed part of the need for a circulating 
notein the 1850s and 1860s. The port of Robe Town, in thesouthern part of 
South Australia was in the late 1850s an entry point for many Chinese after 
Victoria introduced a prohibitive entry tax to stem the flow of Asian migrants 
to the goldfields. In order to avoid the tax, ships from China dropped these 
migrants at Robe Town, and from there the Chinese began the long trek 
eastward to the goldfields of Ballarat, M ount Alexander etc. Ormerod and 
Co., a local firm in Robe produced ten shilling notes which only lasted a 
year, of which today only a few survive. George O merod was born in 1822 
at Rochdalein England and emigrated to Victoriain 1842. Helater cameto 
South Australia and in 1846 took up 87 square miles of land at N aracoorte, 
known as the Naracoorte run. The station was sold in 1848 and George 
Omerod commenced business at Robe as a Wool Buyer, General M erchant 
and shipping Agent.

It, as usual, is an 
issue by the local storekeeper but at Rankine River via Camooweal where 
James K ennedy lived in the 1890s. K ennedy wasa hotel and storekeeper who 
issued notes payable at the Q ueensland N ational Bank, Burketown. This note 
reflects a socio-cultural period, the style of lettering, the decorative motifs 
along the border of the note all mirror the contemporary preoccupation 
with the Art Deco style, which grew out of the Art N oveau movement. The 
same printer of the Espie notes of the 1918-9 era printed these notes showing 
a sharp contrast in change of style.

They 
were issued by M ithradates VI of Pontus who used the design of the famous 
issues two centuries earlier of Lysimachos whose staters with the head of 
Alexander the Great linked him to Alexander, history's greatest conqueror. 
At the age of 18, M ithradates embarked on a career of conquest, bringing 
most of the lands around the Black Sea under his control. These policies 
bought him into conflict with Rome and he consequently tried to liberate 
the East from Rome and quickly defeated the local garrisons and massacred 
every Roman citizen in Asia (some 80,000 in one night). Athens welcomed 
him as a liberator, but the Roman response came in 87 B.C. with the Consul 
Sulla and five legions. Sulla captured Athens and pursued M ithradates back 
to Asia M inor. M ithradates was fined 2000 talents (600,000 gold staters) 
and returned to Pontus. These gold staters were probably struck during 
his campaign in Thrace in late 88 to early 87 B.C., to pay his mercenary 
soldiers. Three cities struck these coins. Alternatively another view has 
been put forward suggesting that these coins were issues by Brutus in the 
Civil war of 44-42 B.C.

After a long and distinguished reign marked by moderation and stability, 
Hieron II was sufficiently assiduous to avoid any imperial aspirations in 
favour of loyalty to Rome, the prosperity of his people and family. In 218- 
216, whilethe Second Punic War was raging in Italy, he provided a powerful 
counterweight to any Carthaginian ambitions. He not only cooperated at 
sea with the Republic, but sent a contingent of 1500 troops and money 
in the form of a newly reformed currency in silver and gold, based on 
multiples of the traditional Sicilian silver unit of about 0.86 gram, the litra.

The Asyut hoard suggests the chronology to be 500/490-480 B.C. Much 
has been written on this early coinage since Samuel M illbank published

That they belong to Group 2 is 
assured by the Union J ack reverses. The chronology is still under review and 
new hoards when published will all contribute to finally resolving the matter. 
eg. Colin Kraay in ACGC (p.43-4) places the small skew reverse coinage 
(Asyut Group VII) to around 500 B.C. in contrast to Asyut dating of 490-

Pupienus and Balbinus reintroduced the double denarius or antoninianus 
denomination, which had been discontinued by Elagabalus two decades 
earlier. Whatever their motives in so doing, this proved to be an act of 
momentous consequence, for the new coin rapidly drove out of circulation 
the silver denarius, which had been the mainstay of the currency system for 
the past 450 years. The issue of antoniniani by both rulers concentrated 
exclusively on the theme of harmony between the Augusti, an expression of 
hope rather than a commemoration of the true state of affairs.

Together with copies of London Gazette pages 1342-1345, which report 
on the above documents including an English translation of the Article of 
Capitulation and the final letter as drafted above by CommodoreColumbine 
is reported under Letters on Service, Admiralty Office, August 26, 1809, in 
an abbreviated format as follows, 


'A letter has been received at this office, from Capt. Columbine, late 
commander of his M ajesty's ship the Solebay, addressed to the H on.William 
Wellesley Pole, and dated on board the Derwent sloop, off Senegal, the 20th 
of July, 1809, giving an account of the surrender of that settlement to his 
M ajesty's arms. Some depredations having been committed on the trade in 
the neighbourhood of Senegal, by small privateers fitted out there, Captain 
Columbine, and M ajor M axwell, commanding the garrison at Goree, 
determined to make an attack upon the place, and proceeded against it on 
the 4th of J uly, with the Solebay, Derwent sloop, and Tigress gun-vessel, and 
some merchant and smaller vessels, having on board a detachment of one 
hundred and sixty men from Goree. The enemy at first appeared disposed 
to offer some resistance, but the detachment being landed, together with one 
hundred and twenty seamen and fifty marines, the enemy's force, consisting 
of one hundred and sixty regulars, and two hundred and forty militia, 
retreated, and on the 13th a capitulation was signed, by which the Island of 
St.Louis, and its dependencies, were surrendered to the British forces, the 
garrison being conveyed to France as prisoners of war, not to serve against 
his M ajesty or his allies, until regularly exchanged. The only loss sustained 
by the English on this service, has been that of Captain Frederick Parker, of 
the Derwent, Mr.Francis Atterbury Senley, midshipman of that sloop, and 
six seamen, drowned in attempting to cross the Bar of Senegal. 


Captain Columbine speaks in high terms of the conduct of the officers and 
men employed on the occasion. On the 11th of July, the Solebay, in moving 
up the river, got on shore and was wrecked, all her men and part of the 
stores were saved. '

George Gordon Byron, 6th Baron Byron, later George Gordon N oel Byron 
(1788-1824). Byron wasan English poet and a leading figurein the romantic 
movement of his time. He was handsome, athletic, a competent boxer, 
horseman and excellent swimmer. H e was and is widely read and influential 
in the English speaking world and beyond. Famous not only for his writings 
but for his life which featured extravagent living, numerous love affairs 
including rumours of a scandalous incestuous liaison with his half-sister 
and self imposed exile. 


When Byron's mother-in-law, Judith Noel, died in 1822 her will required 
that he change his surname to N oel in order to inherit half her estate and so 
he obtained a Royal Warrant to do so. This Royal Warrant also allowed him 
to suscribe the said surname of N oel before all titles of honour’ and from 
that point he signed himself as Noel Byron. There was some speculation 
that he did this so that his initials were NB thus mimicing those of his hero 
N apoleon Bonaparte. 


It is significant that in the part letter offered here, Byron mentions that 
‘though not yet decided that circumstances may conduct me once more to 
Greece’ because within six weeks he left Genoa for Greece to support it in 
its efforts to gain independence from the O ttoman Empire. While in Greece 
Byron fell ill on 24 February 1824 and despite a partial recovery in early 
April he became ill again and it is thought that as a result of poor medical 
treatment he finally died on 19 April 1824 in M issolonghi. 


Since Byron only started signing his name as N oe! Byron sometime in 1822 


then this style of signature was only used for a relatively short period of 
about two years and hence must be considered extremely scarce.

Private Dooley arrived in N ew Zealand with the contingent which left from 
M elbourne in 1863, serving with the British 40th Regiment of Foot in the 
New Zealand M aori Wars. He served in the Te Awamutu and Waikoto 
theatres from 1863-1864 and was under fire during the engagements at 
Rangiriri and Orakau. It is believed that he left New Zealand in 1864, 
subsequently being awarded the New Zealand M edal dated 1863-1864 
(medal roll WO 100/18).

The N ew Zealand M edal roll confirms that Robert Cawthorne served in N ew 
Zealand from 1864 to the end of the war (1866). A margin note confirms 
he was discharged on 31 M ay 1869. It can be concluded that this recipient 
likely took his discharge in Australia as there are no subsequent records 
held in N ew Zealand concerning him. Coincidently, the 1/4 Royal Artillery 
served in Australia during this period and Cawthorne may well have enlisted 
in M elbourne for the war too. He does not appear on Ranfury's Roll nor is 
there any probate held at N ational Archives or indeed any mention in the 
Cyclopedia of N ew Zealand. This very strongly suggests therefore that his 
medal was sent to him in Australia. This is certainly an interesting medal 
with a good scope for research and worth seeking his papers. 


TheRoyal Artillery was vital in N ew Zealand during the Waikoto Campaign 
and Cawthorne would have served at Gate Pa and TeRanga near Tauranga 
on the East Coast. On 27 and 28 April 1864 General Cameron moved 
his force to Pukereia Hill about 1,200 yards from the enemy position at 
Gate Pa. The force comprised a N aval Brigade from the Esk, M iranda and 
Falcon; elements of the Royal Artillery, 43rd and 68th Regiments; and a 
movable column of 181 officers and men drawn from the 12th, 14th, 40th 
and 65th Regiments making 1,695 officers and men in all. On the evening 
of 28 April, in order to cut off the M aori's possible line of retreat, Cameron 
dispatched the 68th Regiment, under Colonel Greer, to occupy the narrow 
neck of land between two swamps, in the rear of the Pa. At daybreak on 29 
April Cameron began shelling the Pa and by 4pm had opened a breach in 
the defence works. He mounted a strong assault through this breach, but 
his men were repulsed with heavy losses. As it was too late in the day to 
consider a further attack, Cameron decided to renew the engagement the 
following morning. During thenight however, small parties of M aoris taking 
their wounded with them, slipped through Colonel Greer's lines to safety. 
British casualties in the engagement were 111 killed and wounded, while the 
M aorislost 25 killed and an unknown number wounded. Thesignificance of 
the Gate Pa engagement was that it was the scene of the strongest artillery 
barrage mounted during the M aori Wars.

The 99th Regt of Foot (TheLankarshireR egt) 1841-1857, arrived at Sydney 
in February 1843 and then to Van Diemen's Land. In August 1844 it returned 
to Sydney and in M ay 1845 two companies weresent to N ew Zealand where 
they took part in the assault on 1 July 1845 against Ohaiani Pah with 14 
men killed and 4 officers and 27 men wounded. The detachment was also 
present at the assault and capture of Ruapekapeka on 10 February 1846. 
Reinforcements were sent from Sydney and the detachment engaged the 
rebels many times before returning to Sydney in August 1847.

On 12M ar1930 hewas admitted asa member of The Guild of Air Pilots and 
Air Navigators of the British Empire. In 1931 J ames joined Imperial Airways 
and flew Argosy aircraft on London-Parisrun. Also as British Air Transport 
he flew Puss M oth G-ABIU from Croydon to Bulawayo taking about 8 days 
for the trip. This aircraft operated on charter work in Rhodesia and South 
Africa and in M arch 1932 was re-registered as ZS-ADO under the banner 
of Douglas M ail Air Transport. H e was also Service M anager of D.H .Saker 
& Co in Johannesburg. In 1937 he was appointed Chief Pilot of African 
Flying Services at Grand Central Aerodrome where he instructed on Tiger 
M oths, Buckers, Dragon Rapides, Wacos, and Fairchilds. He flew the DH 
twin-engine R apide aircraft for Kerr's record breaking parachute jump on 
01Dec1937 from 22,395 feet. This jump had been organised to raise money 
to help a paralysed man regain his health. Then in 1939 in a Dragon Rapide 
he carried out the first aerial crop spraying against bagworm infestation of 
wattle in the Cedera plantations outside Pietermaritzburg.

The soldiers and civilians who had come to see the plane depart from 
Kisumu were shattered when shortly after take-off the plane suddenly 
plunged downward and to their disbelief there was a mighty splash into the 
lake. Those on board included M ajor General Dan Pienaar CB, CBE, DSO 
and Bar, regarded as the greatest South African soldier of WWII. The pilot 
was Captain ].D. Mail who was 51 years old and had logged a massive 
15,000 flying hours. The other passengers were Colonel Frederick Thereon, 
Lt-Colonels E.V. Frykberg and E.L. M ackenzie both of the First Division, 
M ajor J.W.A. Bull Chief Press O fficer for the South African Army in Egypt, 
M ajor F. Rawlins, Captain P. Cloete, Lieutenant W.B. Lloyd, Air Sergeant 
C.B. Flusk, Sergeant A.F. Weldon and Air Corporal L.B Lafayette. General 
Pienaar was returning to a heroes reception from commanding the First 
South African Brigade at El Alamein. Following the crash, an American 
corespondent report in the Chicago Tribune stated, 'British and Allied 
forces of every rank to-day mourned the loss of M ajor-General Dan Pienaar, 
acknowledged by all the military here as one of the best fighting leaders the 
British have found in this war.' 


General Pienaar, whose death had caused sorrow and deep emotion 
throughout South Africa equal to that when President Kruger passed away, 
was given a State Funeral at Roberts H eights and the whole country plunged 
into mourning. It was decided that as Pienaar was a ‘soldier's soldier’ he 
would wish his staff and crew of his last flight to be accorded the same 
honour as himself and so the twelve who died were laid to rest in a row 
with equal honour from General to Air Corporal. At Thaba Tshwane (Old 
No. 1) Military Cemetery, Gauteng, South Africa in grave 8 just a few feet 
from the General he served so well rests Captain ].D. M ail AFC, the aircraft 
commander.

'Warrant Officer Barker distinguished himself by gallantry in action on 29 April 1969 while serving as the heavy 
weapons advisor to the 5th Battalion, 2nd Regiment, lst Divison, Army of the Republic of Vietnam. On this date the 5th Battalion was attacking a heavily 
defended bunker complex. After a flame tank had been employed, Warrant O fficer Barker spotted several enemy soldiers running forward from their burning 
bunker. Pointing out the enemy to a machine gun squad leader, but getting no response, Warrant Officer Barker seized a machine gun and led the machine 
gun section forward to a suitable firing position. By his initiative and exemplary leadership, Warrant Officer Barker personally accounted for two North 
Vietnamese Army killed in action.

Upon seeing the 
seriousness of the wound, he called for assistance and helped carry the wounded advisor across 75 meters of open terrain under heavy enemy fire to a position 
from where the wounded advisor was medically evacuated. Warrant Officer Barker's quick thinking, initiative and personal disregard for his own safety was a 
major factor in saving the wounded advisor's life, and contributed significantly to the success of the operation. Warrant O fficer Barker's conspicuous gallantry 
in action was in keeping with the highest traditions of the Royal Australian Army and reflects great credit upon himself and the military service.’

Gordon Stewart was given the nickname of 'Black Sam’, also 'Sam' by the 
members of his unit because in Africa as a young man he had black hair and 
darkish skin. They regarded him as a tough, cool character. 


In the Battle of El Alamein, there was a series of attacks mounted along the 
wholeN inth Division front. 'Sam' Stewart was FOO (Forward O bservation 
Officer) for the 2/32 Battalion whose objective was to capture Trig 22 on 
M akh Ridge, better known to the unit as Cairn Ridge. The whole division 
had suffered heavy casualties during the July battles and this day, July 22, 
was referred to as 'That desperate day'. Lance-Bombardier George Steele, 
FOO assistant to Lieutenant Stewart stated, '| was'ack' to many good FOOs 
but Sam Stewart was as good as any | ever saw. He would go anywhere and, 
the rougher it was, the more he appeared to enjoy it. We were together a lot, 
his devil-may-care attitude scared the daylights out of me but | had a great 
affection and respect for him.' 


Gordon 'Sam' Stewart's life came to a horrendous end in the early hours of 
22 August 1981 when he was murdered in his Nepean Highway home at 
M entone, Victoria by a young man in his twenties wielding an axe.

Sturt de Burgh Griffith, was born 15Aug 1905 at M anly, Sydney, N SW, the son of a patent attorney and member of the Legislative Assembly. H e attended 
school at Sydney Church of England Grammar School (Shore) and later graduated from the University of Sydney as a Bachelor of Engineering in 1928. While 
at school he was in the senior cadets and then the M ilitia. ln December 1925 he joined the Citizen Air Force (CAF) and graduated with a distinguished pass 
in his pilot training at Point Cook, Victoria. He was commissioned in April 1926 and attached to No.3 Sqn at Richmond Air Force Base, N SW. He went to 
Canberra in 1927 to participate in the opening of parliament house ceremonies. 


On 1 August 1928 he flew a DeH avilland A1-25 to Sydney H arbour with Paramount Cinema photographer E 'Buddy' Cremer on board with the intention of 
photographing the arrival of four RAF Southampton Supermarine flying boats. At about 2pm while flying above the harbour at 1,000 feet the plane hovered 
with a stalled engine and suddenly dropped from thesky. Pilot Griffith was able to partially level it out before crashing into the water opposite Bradley's H ead. 
H ereceived cuts to his face and hands from hitting the windscreen and fortunately his passenger was shaken but unharmed. Within ten minutes a N aval launch 
from Garden Island rescued them and then Griffith and Commander A.V. Heriot of Garden Island supervised salvage of the aircraft. 


Griffith transferred to the CAF Reservein 1934 with the rank of Flight Lieutenant and following the outbreak of World War II he was mobilized for full-time 
service in the RAAF in September 1939. Hewas CO of No.22 Sqn at Richmond in 1940-41 before being posted to Canberra where he commanded the RAAF 
Station and the School of Army Co-operation which trained air officers supporting ground troops. This school later was renamed School of Air Support and 
then School of Land/Air Warfare. He was promoted to Temporary Wing Commander in October 1941 and awarded the Air Force Cross in the 1942 N ew 
Year's Honours, 


In January 1942 he was posted as commander of RAAF Station Darwin taking office less than three weeks before the first J apanese air raid on 19 February. 
Following the raids accusations of incompetence were made against him resulting in a commission of inquiry into events of the day. Sir Charles Lowe found 
that some of the blame for the events must rest with Griffith and basically said Griffith was incompetent and lacking in leadership. H owever, Air Vice M arshall 
W.D. Bostock came to his defence. Unfortunately, Griffith's actions in some part had been caused by a cumbersome command structure which had constrained 
his authority. Though it was thought his decisions were reasonable under the circumstances, he never held another operational command. 


H etook command of No.7 Sqn at Bairnsdale, Victoriain April 1942 and in J unewas posted to No.5 M aintenance Group, Sydney and promoted to Temporary 
Group Captain in December 1943. In the same month he took command of No.1 Aircraft Depot, Laverton, Victoria. In October 1945 he transferred back to 
the reserve force and resumed his civilian occupation of patent and trademark attorney and consultant engineer. He was a Councillor (1932-51) and President 
(1947-48) of the Patent & Trade M ark Attorneys of Australia. 


Sturt de Burgh Griffith was appointed motoring correspondent for The Sydney M orning Herald in 1950 and compilations of his articles appeared annually 
for some years from 1959. His reports were of such a high standard and so well regarded that they could 'make or break' a new model. H e also published 
several books on small cars. His employment with the Herald continued until December 1976. He died on 14 December 1979 at Concord Repatriation 
General H ospital.

Citation: 'Sergeant Ronald David Allan enlisted in the Australian Regular Army on 28 M ay 1959. After service in M alaya during the Emergency and Borneo 
during the confrontation he joined 7th Battalion, The Royal Australian Regiment on 29 September 1965 and arrived in South Vietnam with the Battalion 
in April 1967. On 27 November 1967 during Operation Forrest, D Company attacked a fortified enemy base camp which was occupied by the Chau Duc 
District Company. During the close combat that followed Sergeant Allan, the Platoon Sergeant of 12 Platoon, gained the initiative over the enemy and with 
a small party of men seized an enemy occupied bunker from which the Viet Cong were engaging elements of 10 Platoon. 


When the company was re-organising the enemy counter attacked using rockets. Seeing the heavy enemy fire had caused casualties in his platoon, Sergeant 
Allan rushed forward without regard to his personal safety and began dragging the wounded into the comparative safety of a captured bunker. There is little 
doubt that without Sergeant Allan's brave actions the mortality rate during this action would have been much higher as the casualties in the open would have 
been exposed to friendly artillery and mortars. Sergeant Allan assumed command of the platoon when his Platoon Commander was wounded. 


On 29 January 1968 during O peration Coburg, D Company contacted the Viet Cong C 238 Battalion which was concentrating in a prepared defensive position. 
During the two and a half hour battle that followed Sergeant Allan frequently displayed outstanding bravery. While the platoon was pinned down by small 
arms fire, mortars and grenades, Sergeant Allan crawled through the enemy fire into a position where, by observation he could assist with the direction of 
artillery and armed helicopter strikes. As a result 20mm cannon fire was brought in to within 30 metres of Sergeant Allan's position and caused heavy enemy 
casualties. 


Over many operations Sergeant Allan has displayed outstanding leadership qualities and gallantry. He has continuously been an excellent leader. Dependable 
in all situations, calm and daring in emergencies, he has been an inspiration to his platoon and Company and all who have served with him.'

Sir Robert H otung KBE, 1862 - 1956 was a famous H ong Kong businessman 
and philanthropist. The son of a westerner and a Han Chinese woman of 
Shenzhen heritage, he was educated at Q ueen's College, graduating in 1878. 
With his bilingual skills, business acumen and dedication to hard work 
he became Head Compradore of Jardine, Matheson and Company until 
his retirement in 1889. He was the wealthiest person in Hong Kong and 
through his wife he funded many charities and was on several boards. He 
founded The Chinese Club in response to the colonial policy of excluding 
those who were not British or white from joining the exclusive H ong Kong 
Club. At the timein H ong Kong there was a policy in place under T he Peak 
Reservation Ordinance that prevented Chinese from residing on The Peak 
however, because of his standing and wealth, this was waived for Robert 
H otung and thus he became the first Chinese person to be allowed to live 
on The Peak. Sir Robert also financed different revolutions including the 
X inhai Revolution led by Dr Sun Yat Sen which led to the establishment of 
the Republic of China.

The Sforza ('Strivers') dynasty began as many Italian noble houses did, with a 
successful condottiere (mercenary soldier) seeking respectability for his family 
by procuring atitleand an estate. M uzio Attendolo (1369-1424) founded the 
family, and his son Francesco seized the duchy of M ilan in 1450, having first 
married the daughter of M aria Philippo Visconti. Francesco's son Galeazzo 
succeeded him in 1466 and sought to have his position elevated to king, 
marrying the sister-in-law of the king of France to strengthen his claims. His 
ruleover M ilan was harsh, with heavy taxes causing widespread discontent, 
but his patronage of grand artists and architects was a source of great pride 
for the city and his assassination in 1476 by republican sympathizers was 
met with mixed feelings. In any case, the dynasty survived, in the person 
of his weak son, Gian Galeazzo. Originating in Renaissance M ilan, where 
it was first issued in 1468, the testone was a large denomination of good 
silver and was so-called because its obverse bore a naturalistically-styled 
head (testa) of the reigning duke. Owing to the influx of silver as a result 
of trade fueled by new sources of ore, the M ilanese Sforza family used the 
denomination to promote their power and regional influence. T hey followed 
R enaissance artistic principles, and the portraits of the family are presented 
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in amore naturalistic and accurate manner than stylized medieval portraits. 
Like the French gros tournois of the thirteenth century, the testone gained 
popular acceptance and soon other areas in Italy began minting similar 
coins, bearing portraits of their own rulers. By the end of the fifteenth 
century, France, England, and Scotland began minting their own versions, 
known as the teston in France, and the testoon in England and Scotland, 
these coins with their R enaissance-style portraits may be viewed as the first 
modern European coinages.

R.B. Whitehead studied and published these zodiacal coins in great detail 
in the 1931 Numismatic Chronicle (pp.91- 130). He notes the existence of 
243 gold zodiacal coins struck at the Agra mint for all zodiac issues. This is 
based on all those in the major museums of the world, sale catalogues and 
private collections. Some 19 examples are known for the Agra mint issues 
for the this coin year and same dies for the above coin. Whitehead notes 
that all the known coins of year 13 for Pisces have a defect at two o'clock 
on the reverse, so all werestruck from the same die (Whitehead p.125). This 
is noted above on our example. 


The Emperor Jahangir records in the diary that he kept for many years, 
‘Previously to this, the rule of the coinage was that on one face of the metal 
they stamped my name and on the reverse the name of the place and the 
month and year of the reign. It entered my mind that in place of the month 
they should substitute the figure of the constellation which belonged to that 
month ...The usage is my own, and has never been practised before.’ Pisces 
is the sign for Bahman, the eleventh month of the ilahi year, (while Leo is 
Armardad, the fifth month). The gold zodiacal mohurs were generally struck 
at the capital mint of Agra and are all highly prized by collectors. 


A similar example of the same grade was sold by H eritage U.S.A., in J anuary 
2013 for ahammer of US$70,000.
